Famous Forts in 
U. S. History

Boonesborough, Symbol of 

Frontier America 

30onesborough is more than Ken- 

tucky’s most famous fort. It is a Na- 


tional landmark Whose palisaded walls 


symbolize the American frontier and 
its name stands as a monument to the 
memory of Daniel 3o00ne, the one 
greut American pioneer. Brief as was 
its existence, there are few forts in 
America which have a more romantic 
history 

In 1775 Col. Richard Henderson, & 
North Carolina land speculator, sent 
Daniel Boone to survey a road into 
Kentucky, the “Dark and Bloody 
Ground,” and to build a fort there. 
Boone set out with 20 men and, after 
several skirmishes with hostile In- | 
dians, he reached his goal April 1, and 


on April 20 began building a fort. | 
Since Boonesborough was typical of | 
all frontier forts, it is worthy de- 
scription. At each of the four corners 
was a two-story blockhouse. A series | 
of little cabins placed close together, 
with their roofs sloping inward, Was | 
built along the sides, and the space in 
between these cabins was filled up with 
palisades. There were heavy gates in 
frout and back and the whole fort In- 
closed a space 260 feet long 150 
feet wide. The walls, which were 
about twelve feet high, were loopholed 
for rifle fire, as were the cabins, and 
there was hardly a nail or piece of | 
iron used in the whole fort. | 
From the date of its establishment | 
there was always something thrilling | 
taking place. In July, 1776, occurred | 
the capture of the Boone and Callaway | 
girls and their romantic rescue soon | 
afterwards. The next year the Indians 
attacked Boonesborough and Simon | 
Kenton made his famous rescue ot | 
Daniel Boone. In September of that 
year the British and Indians again be

ON SAVING AND INVESTING | 


Aunt Emmy and Maud were talking | 
about saving money | 

“What does a savings bank de with | 
the money people put in ft, Aunt Em- 
my?” inquired Maud. 

“It is invested in sound mortgages, | 
perhaps, or government and corpora- 
tion securities. You see, the men who | 
run savings banks are trained finan- 
ciers. They know what securities are 
good and what are questionable, so 
they invest the bank’s funds—that is, | 
the money they receive from their de , 
positors—in the best securities in 
such a way that they will be able to 
pay you interest on your deposits and 
be able to return your money to you 
when you want it. In order to do that 
they must invest in securities that pay 
a higher rate of interest than they give 
you to cover the bank expenses and 
set aside a surplus against emergen- 
cies " | 

“But, Aunty. tf the banks invest our 
money, why can't we invest it our. | 
selves?” | 

“We could if we knew as much 
about investments as the bank does. 
Bankers are not likely to make the 
mistakes made by the ordinary person. 
They are not deceived by impressive 
looking stock certificates, plausible 
letters from brokers or charming 
voices over the telephone urging them 
to buy this or that. Your banker is a 
herd-headed business man who inves- 
tigates thoroughly before he invests 
the bank's money. For thi# reason 
many conservative persons prefer to 
keep their savings in a savings bank, 
knowing that their money is in wise 
hands and that even though the rate 
of interest they get may be moderate | 
their money is far safer than it would 
be if it were invested less skillfully.” 

“Surely, though, it must be possible 
to get more than 4 per cent on your 
money and yet be safe,” Mand said. 

“It is under certain conditions,” 
Aunt Emmy agreed. “The trou’ le ig 
that so few people are frank about 
their money matters with men who 
really can be trusted for advice. They 
would rather take the advice of a 
glib stock salesman. No matter how 
small a sum a person is thinking of 
investing, advice should be sonzt 
from a trust company or bank.

cash on hand in the bank, yet gradual. | 
ly convert most of your savings into) 
high grade securities.”

Diagram of Regenerative Circuit Using Two Variocouplers—Has Good Dis- 
tance Qualities and Gives Strong Signal.

The variocoupler is used more for 
a single-circuit regenerative set than 
for any other use and most experi- 
menters are inclined to feel that is all 
it can be used for. There are other 
uses for it besides acting as a primary 
and plate coil. Two variocouplers may 
be used in one set and will make a 
Selective as well as a sensitive regen- 
erative set. 

A regenerative circuit using two 
variocouplers is shown herewith. It 
will be fairly new to the young fan, 
but it is a circuit that is very familiar 
to a great number of radio bugs.

Ten Good Rules for 


Broadcast Listeners 


1. Don’t try to hear Australia in 
midsummer, Be satistied to enjoy the 
hearer stations most of the time. 

2. Don’t be disappointed if an occa- 
sional storm should interfere with 
your radio evening, There are many 
tine concerts coming. You can’t ex- 
pect to find a pearl in every oyster 
nor to receive a record-breaking con- 
cert every night. 

8. If you want louder signals, use 
a longer aerial, more tubes, higher 
plate voltage, more sensitive loud 
speakers, and more careful tickler and 
receiver adjustment. 

4. A pleasant signal filling a moder- 
ate-sized room should be enough to 
give satisfaction. It is not worth 
while producing signals which deafen 
the neighbors. It is wasteful to insist 
on tremendous signals which are gen- 
erally less pleasant than moderate sig- 
nals. 

5. If you local station comes {in too 
loudly and drowns others out, a 
smaller aerial will help in tuning him 
out, with a smaller condenser con- 
nected between aerial and ground. 
And if all measures to get rid of the 
local station fail, why not enjoy his 


concerts? He is working hard for you | 


and it is nobody’s fault that you are 
so close to him that you are bound to 
hear him. Broadcast stations have to 
be closer to some people than to 
others. 

6. For the new longer waves above 
450 meters, use a condenser connected 
between the aerial and ground termi- 
nals of your set. 

7. A little patience in learning to 
handle your receiver yields rich re- 
turns in satisfaction from fine signals. 
Remember that ‘Rome wasn’t built in 
a day” and keep on getting more and 
more familiar with your set and how 
it works, 

8. It is a good idea to read the 
radio column of a newspaper or a good 
radio magazine or two. It helps you 
to know how your set works and 
keeps you up-to-date in radio. Infor- 
mation of this sort is an aid in get- 
ting the concerts loud and clear.

10, Do not throw away the direc- 
tion sheets or booklet that came with 
your set and with the tubes.
